What then are the natural resources which we in Michigan are 
to cooperate in saving? What are some of the means that we may employ 
to increase the efficiency of our conservation program? Nov because 
it is wiimportant, for it is of the greatest importance, EF shall now 
dwell upon soil conservation. But there are some other nat 
resources equally valuable which can well be given some attentione

These constitute not onky our source sof supply for lumber, fuel and 
paper, the shelter ond home of cur wie animal Tife, but also an 
importanc source of supply for pure oxygen in the air which we breathe, 
& contribution of elluring beauty to the eye, and finally, perhaps the 
greatest regulator of stream-fiow that we have, moisture control, etc. 


Weth respe to the ropid depleticn of the forests through 
their use for ie fuel and er, there may be some cause for 
concern, especially when we « hat the supply of paper for a 

Single Sunday issue of one of the biz metrepolitan newspapers requires 
not less than 10-16 acres of forest. But even these heavy demands 
may be met, if waste is eliminated a the use or ile the trees anes 
reforestation is given a fair chance. This is a practice which needs 
much to be followed in place of the more common procedure of trimming 
and slashing and letting the smallér limbs lie as brush to furnish 
fine tinder for a forest fire and fairly effectual hindrance to ready 
reforestation. This is a good rule for farmer, logger, end paper 
mill men: Use the whole tree and keep the forest floor clean. 


But the exploiter of timber, wasteful though he be, is not the 


a 


worst hazard to the forests. The worst hazard is fire, which 
destroys annuelly so much of their beauty and valuee The Forest 
Service is evidence for the fact that 90% of our forest fires 
originate in the ignorance or carelessness or both, of human beings, 
mostly tourists and campers and fishermen. An unburned cigarette 
butt, a glowing match stick, or an undoused campfire - ae untold 
destruction has each of these brought not only to the forest, but 
also to its wild inhabitants. 


The conservation of ovr forests is very closely related to 
the conservation of another of our natural resources, our streamse 
When the rain falls in the autumn and summer, and when the snow 
falls in the winter and melts in the spring, then it is that the 
importance of our forests to the regulation of stream-flow is 
evident. I remember some years ago in the month of June, while 
working in the logging cemps between Land O'Lakes and Conover, some 
thingy odd miles south of here, the open spaces were clear of .snow; 
it had been an carly spring, yct in the timber still standing we 
found much snow, yes, way Sage on the Forest floor beneath these 
giant trees, there were still great, deep banks of the winters! snowWe 
In the cool shade of the Forest it was melting slowly. The forest 
controtied the flow as) man could net control it. So-aiso the forest 
absorbs a large amount of the moisture which falls as rain, helping 
to prevent the glutting of the streams with flocd-waters, Like a 
mighty control gate in adam it acts os a freat -perpetual regulator 
of stream flow. The Yangtse-Kiang River is known as China's. sorroWe 
But China's real tragedy lies. farther back. than the great yellow 
flocds which so often eo mers China, SO scientists and 
historians assure us, once had great forests at the headwators 
and along the course of the ee cat But China had no fcres 
policy. Her forests were incxhaustible, she thoughy doubtless in 
much the same way as we a few years ago boasted of our inexhaustible 
supply Of Limbere So China is today virtually a treeless country. 
fhe tragedy 1s that ste pays perpetual penalty in loss of beauty. 
ef landscape, and almost annuel penaltics in aoe eaetion by flood = 
all because she did not know the valusc of her forest growth. We 

Canniot plead ignorance, China's example deprives us of that alibi. 
Wanton and willful waste is the only plea we can honestly make in the 
face of our rapidly diminishing forest area, Let us awake, all of 
us, vO Save Our forests for, 1 must say. once more, conservation 
means cooperative savinge 


See how nature does it: Moisture nourishes forest growth, and 
trees act as great sponges to control stream-flow, holding rivers in 
leash and malcing them a blessing instead of a curse to man, not only 
bearing his burdens and providing him ere through hydro-electric 
developments, but also giving endless days of sport to swimmer, canoeist 
and fisherman. Isn't that cooperative saving on nature's part? And 
all for whom? And in return, as man's share in this great. coopera- 
tive saving or conservation program, what doth nature require of 
thee, 0 man, but to deal squarely, to love beauty, to walk humbly 
with nature's laws. 


ia conservation is not an end in itself. It is but a means 
towerd th eas comfort and heppiness of mankind. And so it is 
thet the peak of all conservation is man's cooperative seving of man. 
I the human element that gives to all conservation its dignity

Until 1915 there was no Department of Forestry in British 
North Borneo, all forest administration being in the hands of the 
commissioner of lands. In that year Mr. D. &. Matthews, now of the 
Forestry Faculty, University of Michigan, was appointed the first 
Conservator of Forests and the undersigned was appointed Assistant 
Conservator, being made Conscrvetor in 1919 when Mr, Matthews left 
the Department. 


Forest resources cf the State being practically unknown, our 
first work was, of course, to locate, estimete and map the forest 
arecase This work took several years, the data collected showing 
enormous stands of exccllent tropical timber over large sreas which, 
when cleared would make high class agricultural land for the planting 
of rubbér, cocoanuts, rice and other tropical.crops.e We found some 
10,000 square. miles of merchantable timber, and of the area 4,000 
square miles loceted within 15 to 20 miles of the coast and easily 
accessible at the present time. When trensport facilities improve 
and demand for tropical timbers increases, the more distant areas 
can then be logged at a profit. From thousands of miles of estimate 
lines it was found that the stand of merchantable timber (16" D.BeH.) 
would average 20,000 bef. per acre. 


fie forest, dike most high forests in the Eastern tropics in 
a well-watered region, is Dipterocarp-~in character and conifers, leCe, 
the true softwoods do not occur in useful quantities. ilany of the 
woods are among the most durable and most valuable kmown, some species 
withstanding all climatic changes and having remarkable resistance 
to attackes of tercdo and insects. 


In making timber estimates liberal allowance was made for 
visible defects and only species in demand were included in our final 
report on the area in question, It was our desire to give the 
prospective timber company as nearly a true estimate of what they 
might expect to log from a given area, as it was possible to doe As 
a result of our work every lumber company, British or Chinese, asked 
for a report from the Department of Forestry before beginning logging 
operations. 


The Forestry Department has planted balsa, teak, and other 
exotic woods on an experimental scale with success and assists in 
procuring seeds and plant material for reforestatione The Department 
has since 1915 gathered data upon the growth rate of mangrove swamps 
with a view to preparing working plans. Studies of the durability 
of the more common Borean woods have been conducted and experiments 
have been made with various preservatives to determine their affect 
on the resistance of woods to terminate attack. 


The Forestry Museum, as well as containing samples of a large 
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number of the woods of the country has a representative collection 
of botanical specimens. 


A few of the minor forest products coming under the superintend- 
ence of the Department and of commercial importance to the country are: 


(1) Tan barks produced from 250,000 acres of mangrove 
swampse Cutch manufactured from the bark, is used 
extensively in the dyeing industry throughout the 
world. 


(2) Rotan (rattan) produced by a spiny climbing palm 
(of the genus Calamus) is collected and shipped in 
bundles to large furniture manufacturese 


(3) Gutta percha used as insulation for deep-sea cables. 


(4) Damar gum and other resins used in the manufacture of 
varnish. 


(5) Camphor collected from one of the Dipterocarp trees 
and shipped to China for medicinal purposese 


(6) Attaps made from the fronds of the nipah palm and 
used universally throughout the Eastern Tropics for 
roofing material and the sides of native housese 


(7) Mangrove firewood is collected after the bark has 
been removed from it and shipped in large quantities 
to Chinae 


The country, although not called upon in the past for a large 
output, is rapidly developing markets and the timbers of Borneo are 
being recognized for their true worth. Recommendations have been 
made for the setting aside of large areas to be maintained for timber 
and firewood production and strict supervision by Government of all 
cuttings made thereone The use of species at present considered 
unmerchantable can be brought about by education of the licencees 
and the public. Toa certain extent this trouble will be overcome 
as the demand for Borneo timber increasese 


The superior staff of the Department of Forestry had, up to the 
time I left the country, been recruited from the following American 
Universities and Colleges: University of Michigan, Michigan State 
College, University of Washington and University of California. The 
Rangers are Philippinoes of outstanding ability who are sent to the 
Forest School of the University of the Philippines by the Borneo 
Government. These graduates have proven themselves to be excellent 
field and office men and many have married and settled down to make 
their future homes in Bornede
